Cummings announced yesterday 
that he would ask for a postpone- 
ment of arguments in the ‘Govern- 
ment’s appeal from the decision of 
Federal Judge Bryant of the East 
District of Texas in the case of the 
United States vs. Smith et al., in 
which the District Judge held that 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, as 
Federal oil administrator, had ex- 
ceeded his authority under the oil 
code, 


The appeal, which under ordi- 
nary procedure, would have been 
heard by the Supreme Court next 
month, is the only case now pend- 
ing before the court directly chal- 
lenging the constitutionality of 
NRA. If the hearing of arguments 
is postponed until next fall it will 
be about six months before the Su- 
preme Court can hand down its de- 
cision.

LABOR BOARD REVERSES 
ROOSEVELT, JOHNSON 


Denies Voice to Minority 
Union, in This Case the A, 
F. of L. Affiliate.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The 
National Labor Board today re- 
jected a plea from the American 
Federation of Full-Fashioned Hos- 
iery Workers at Indianapolis for 
the right to bargain collectively 
with the Real Silk Hosiery Co. in- 
dependently of the company union 
which won an election last October. 

The ruling sustained the orig- 
inal official policy that collective 
bargaining should be by majority 
rule. But this policy runs counter 
to later expressions by President 
Roosevelt and Hugh S. Johnson, 
NRA Administrator, to the effect 
that “a. groups” of employes are 
entitled to recognition for collec- 
tive bargaining. 

The .oard reversed a decision 
by the supervisor of the October 
election under which the result was 
to hold good for the “duration of 
NRA.”

I. an- 
nouncing it, the Labor Board said 
the decision had been carried by 
a majority vote. Whether the Fed- 
eration members of the board or 
industrial members had opposed 
the action was not indicated.

FAMILY READY 
TO PAY RANSOM 


Search for Tucson Child 
Called Off by Police to 
Permit. Negotiations — 


$15,000 Demanded. 


SECOND NOTE SAID 
TO BE SPURIOUS 


Woman Who Witnessed 
Abduction of June Robles 
Tells Story—$1200 in 
Rewards Posted. 


By the Associated Press. 

TUCSON, Ariz., April 27.—The 
widespread search for six-year-old 
June Robles and her kidnapers 
was called off early today to per- 
mit her family to negotiate for pay- 
ment of $15,000 ransom. 

An unverified report today said 
that Bernabe Mobiles, reputedly 
wealthy grandfatner of the child, 
had agreed, in communication with 


the kidnapers, to pay the $15,000 
demanded. Members of the family 
refused to make any statement. 

The order which halted the 
search was issued by Undersheriff 
Colby S. Farrar after Fernando 
Robles, father of the girl, and 
Carlos Robles, her uncle, said they 
were willing to meet the ransom 
demand. 

“The safety of the child comes 
first,” Farrar said. “I don’t be- 
lieve anyone will deny that it is of 
primary importance that June Ro- 
bles be found alive.” 

“The main object in the case,” 
said Carlos Robles as spokesman 
for the family, “I believe, is to have 
the girl returned safely to her fam- 
ily. For that reason I have ac 
cepted for myself and other mem- 
bers of the family the decision that 
the officers withdraw from the 
case in order to permit us to nego- 
tiate with the kidnapers in the 
hope that that we may have the 
girl returned safely to her home. 
The officers have been kind enough 
to accept and agreed to withdraw.” 

County Attorney Clarence Hous- 
ton said that the serious condition 
of the girl’s mother was a factor 
in the decision to pay ransom. 

Roads Still Patrolled. 

Despite Farrar’s order, war vet- 

erans still patrolled highways in 
and out of Tucson early this morn- 
ing. Heavily armed volunteers and 
peace officers stood by awaiting 
further orders from the family. 
Previously the search had extend- 
ed into canyons and desert wastes 
surrounding Tucson. Cowboys. 
ranchers, war veterans and peace 
officers joined in the hunt. 
Authorities studied the origina! 
ransom note received two hours 
after the girl was kidnaped on 
Wednesday afternoon by a man in 
an automobile as she was returning 
home from school. This note de- 
manded that $15,000 be paid in $20. 
$10 and $5 bills. The note was car- 
ried to the girl’s father by Rosalio, 
Estrada,.a small boy, who said a 
man had given him 25 cents to per- 
form the errand. 
A second note reducing the ran- 
som demand from $15,000 to $10,- 
000 was received yesterday by Ber- 
nabe Robies, the grandfather, but 
authorities said it was not genu- 
ine. Police withheld word about 
the fake note for some time in the 
hope it would trick the kidnapers 
into action which might lead to 
their capture. 


Rewards totaling $1200 were of- 
fered for the girl’s return—$500 by 
the Morgan McDermott Post of the 
American Legion, $500 by the Pima 
County Board of Supervisors 
and $200 by the State. The 
girl belongs to a pioneer Ari- 
zona family. Her grandfather is a 
leading Arizona cattle raiser whose 
ranch near Tucson has been a land- 
mark for 50 years. 

‘ Woman Tolls of Kidnaping. 
Mrs. Harold Smith told police 
yesterday she saw: the girl being 
coxed into a battered light sedan 
Wednesday afternoon. She did not 
investigate because she feared it 
would be “a rude intrusion into 
something that did not concern 
me.” . 

She said the man was dressed in 
an old gray suit and had _ several 
days’ growth of beard. This de- 
scription tallied with that given by 
the girl's 6-yeareold cousin, Barney 
Kengla, who saw her enter the car 
when the man called to her. 

The kidnaping eccurred near 
Roskruge School, which the girl at- 
tended.

SFIZED BY THO

Officers Called to San 
Quentin After Break Sur- 
prised When They Find 
Fugitives Armed. 


THEIR CAR USED 
IN THE GETAWAY 


Prisoners Slugged Guard 
and Took His Pistol 
While Working Outside 
the Penitentiary Walls.

SAN QUENTIN, Cal., April 27.— 
Two convicts, Wanda T. Stewart, 
29-year-old robber and Walter H. 
Wyeth, 40, robber and forger, es- 
caped from San Quentin prison yes- 
terday after slugging a guard. They 
fled in an automobile in which two 
policemen had been seeking them, 
taking along their intended captors 
as hostages. 

Arms known to be in the posses- 


sion of the convicts include three 
revolvers, two rifles, a shotgun, a 
hunting knife and many rounds of 
ammunition. Except for one pistol 
taken from the prison guard, the 
weapons were in the police automo- 
bile. 


Summoned by the prison alarm, 
Patrolmen A. M. Dewey and Phil 
Lecornec of San Rafael found the 
convicts hiding in a freight yard 
where they had fled after beating 
and binding their guard, Charles L. 
Green, who was assigned to watch 
a gang of prisoners at work outside 
the walls. 

Kenneth Wulberg, filling station 
attendant who witnessed the abduc- 
tion, said the officers apparently 
were surprised to find the convicts 
armed when the pair suddenly 
leaped on the running board of the 
police car. The machine was driven 
away with Dewey at the wheel be- 
fore Wulbern realized what was 
happening. 

Prison guards, county officers 
and State highway  patrolmen 
spread throughout the northern 
part of the State in an attempt to 
corner the fugitives. All highways, 
especially those leading into Nevada 
through the rugged Sierra Nevadas, 
were closely guarded. 

Both of the convicts were serving 
five-year-to-life sentences.

State Tax Bills Sent to City 
Collector Show 13 1-2 Pct. 
Drop in Last Group. 


State income tax bills for 1933, 
sent to Collector Koeln today by 
City Assessor Coale, show that last 
year individuals’ incomes decreased, 
as compared to 1932, while the in- 
comes of corporations increased. 
The total] State -x income tax 
bill of St. Louis for 1933 is $1,628,- 
838, or $39,000 more than for 1932. 
Taxable returns of jndividuals 
for 1933 totaled 30,926, a¢ compared 
to 35,695 for 1932, a decrease of 
13% per cent. 

The taxable incomes of individ- 
uals totaled $51,019,466, as compared 
with $54,515,562 for 1932, a decrease 
of 6% per cent. The tax paid on 
individual incomes in 1932 was $1,- 
033,273, as compared with §$1,001,- 
031 for 1933. 

Tax bills for 1679 corporations 
are listed for 1933, as compared with 
1340 for 1932,.an increase of 339. 
Total income of corporations in 
1933 was $31,778,931, as compared 
with $29,217,402 the year before, an 
increase of $2,561,529, or 7.9 per 
cent. 

The 1933 income tax against cor- 
porations is $627,807, as compared 
with $556,563 the previous year, an 
increase of $71,244, or 11.3 per cent. 
Collector Koeln will begin send- 
ing out notices of taxes due within 
the next few days. The taxes are 
payable May 1, and delinquent if 
not paid before June 1. The State 
income tax for individuals ranges 
from 1 to 4’per cent, depending on 
the amount of the income; against 
corporations it is 2 per cent.

GETS YEAR IN PRISON 


Robert E. Blum’s Plea for 
Parole Denied With Rebuke 
by Federal Judge Davis. 


Federal Judge Davis, in sentenc- 
ing Robert E. Blum, former savings 
teller of the Manchester Bank at 
4011 Chouteau avenue, to a year and 
a day in the Federal] reformatory 
at El Reno, Ok., today, denied his 
application for parole and said he 
would ‘not parole bankers in any 


cases.” 

Blum had pleaded guilty of em- 
bezzling $1000, falsifying records 
and violating the National Bank- 
ing Act. 

Ernest A. Green, Blum’s attor- 
ney, argued that the teller had 
been of previous good reputation. 
“Of course,” the judge retorted, “If 
he hadn't had a good reputation, he 
wouldn’t have been placed in a po- 
sition of confidence and trust. : 

“I don’t say bankers are respon- 
sible for all bank failures, but I'd 
like you to bring me one case 
where the depositors—often widows 
and children—have been paid their 
losses and only then will I consider 
probation in these cases. I’m say- 
ing this of all cases of this char- 
acter. We must restore confidence 
in our ‘banks. 

“In view of the fact this man has 
made partial restoration, I will sen- 
tence him to a year and a day in 
the reformatory.”

An assessment of 100 per cent 
against stockholders of the closed 
Grand National Bank was ordered 
in Washington today by the Comp 
troller of Currency. 

The purpose is to raise $700,000, 
an amount equal to the par value 
of the bank’s 7000 shares of stock, 
to aid in meeting claims of deposi- 
tors and other creditors. 

Forty-two per cent of the bank’s 
stock, or 2927 shares, is in the name 
of its president, Ed Mays, who con- 
trolled it along with the Continen- 
tal Life Insurance Co. and the 
Wellston Trust Co. The assessment 
on these shares is $292,700. Mem- 
bers of Mays’ family and corpora- 
tions which he controlled, own 
other blocks of the stock. 

Syndicate Has Block. 

The largest block, aside from 
Mays’ stock, is in possession of the 
Reorganization Invetment Co., the 
liquidating agency for Lorenzo E. 
Anderson & Co., brokerage firm 
which failed in 1931. This stock, 
amounting to 2500 shares, had been 
bought up by a syndicate headed 
by Ben G. Brinkman, Felix E. Gun- 
ter and Arthur C, Hilmer, senior 
partner of the brokerage firm, in 
an effort to obtain control of the 
bank. 

Failing in that effort, they used 
the stock as collateral with Loren- 
zo E. Anderson & Co. in security 
transactions, and it is still held by 
the liquidating agency as collateral 
for the account of the syndicate, 
The assessment on this stock totais 
$250,000. 

' «The question of who will be liable 
for theSe assessments remains to

WASHINGTON, April 27.—House 
Democratic leaders say they are 
willing to go a long way in agree- 
ing to new taxes. to pay the cost 
of increased payments to war vet- 
erans and Federal employes, but 
will not accept the 10 per cent 
supertax inserted in the revenue 
bill by the Senate. 

Explaining the swift acceptance 
of the Senate’s general increases, 
by House conferees yesterday, the 
leaders said that since the House 
passed its $263,000,000 tax measure 
a need for additional income had 
arisen through the overriding of 
President Roosevelt’s veto of the 
independent offices bill containing 
added outlays to former soldiers 
and Government workers. 

The revenue measure as approved 
by the Senate and House conferees 
will bring in $417,000,000 annually 
to the Treasury, exclusive of the 
Couzens’ 10 per cent supertax on

mated, would return $55,000,000 ad- 
ditional. That is the amendment 
House leaders will not accept. 

Representative Byrns (Dem.), 
Tennessee, floor leader, and Chair- 
man Doughton (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina, of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, expect House action on the 
conference report Monday. 

Republican Objection. 

However, the Republicans in the 
House group, which conferred with 
the Senate, plan to oppose it on 
the ground that it places an un- 
necessary $200,000,000 tax burden 
on business at a critical period. In 
a joint statement explaining why 
they refused to sign the conferenc: 
report, Representative Treadway, 
Massachusetts, and Bacharach of 
New Jersey, the Republican con- 
ferees, said the $263,600,000 House 
bill was more than the administra- 
tion asked for. 

“If this bill is supported by the 
administration,” they said, “it un- 
doubtedly will become a law, but 
we predict that it will be resented 
by the people.” 

The main object of the measure, 
they contended, was to stop legal 
loopholes in the income tax law. 

“The Senate bill, which is the 
basis of the conference report,” 
they said, “goes far beyond those 
stop gaps and makes an additional 
levy upon the income tax payers of 
the country which in reality is an 
extra assessment against business 
of about $200,000,000. We see no 
reason for this tremendous tax 
levy when indications are pointing 
to business recovery.” 

To Meet Pensions. 


Asked why the conferees he head- 
ed so readily accepted the increase 
made by the Senate, Doughton 
said: 

“The demand for revenue has in- 
creased since the Ways and Means 
Committee reported and the Fouse 
passed the tax bill.” 

“Do you mean the passage of the 
bill over the 
President’s veto?” “Yes, that’s the 
reason,” Doughton replied. “If it 
develops that ‘this bill returns more 
revenue than required it will be the 
basis for a reduction in taxes at the 
next Congress.” 


Figures on Tax Changes. 


Tax experts figure the report of 
House and Senate conferees or. the 
revenue bill would provide relief for 
the married taxpayer who has a net 
earned income up to $25,006, and 
that relief would extend to $10,000 
incomes of this type even if the 
House accepts the 10 per cent 
supertax. Relief under the confer- 
ence report would be provided by a 
reduction in the Senate surtax rates 
in the lower brackets.

mony that the Byllesby Engineer- 
ing and Management Corporation 
of Chicago contributed $7750 to 
Chicago political funds in the year 
1920 to 1928 inclusive was heard to- 


day at the Trade Commission’s util- 
ity inquiry. 

W. T. Chantland, commission 
counsel, said these figures were 
taken from the company’s answer 
to a questionnaire sent out by the 
commission. 

The principal donations were re- 
ported to have beer made through 
M. A. Morrison, secretary of the 
corporation. Chantland said he dis- 
tributed $6250 to various unidenti- 
fied political funds. Contributions 
of $1000 to a Democratic fund and 
$500 to Republicans were listed. 

Gifts to Colleges. 

Chantland also introduced figures 
from the Oklahoma Gas and Elec- 
tric Co., one of the Byllesby group, 
to show that it contributed $23,- 
400 to the building funds of various 
colleges and universities in Okla- 
homa in the years 1919 to 1931, in- 
clusive. 

Records of the Standard Gas and 
Electric Co., another Byllesby’ con- 
cern, indicated the largest item of 
advertising expense in newspapers 
between 1920 and 1930 was for the 
“publication of system news in 
newspapers.” This phrase was not 
amplified. — 

Testimony also went into the rec- 
ord that Standard Gas in 1926 helt 
bonds of $10,000 in ‘the Latonia 
County Tribune, of Casper, Wyo. 
Of these $2000 worth were reported 
redeemed in 1926, 1927 and 1928, and 
$8000 of them disposed in 1929 to 
the H. M. Byllesby Co., a banking 
firm with large investments in 
Standard Gas. 

One Professor Got $5000. 

Testimony regarding the Byllesby 
Engineering and Management Cor- 
poration said also that in 1926 
Prof. E. A. Stewart of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota was paid $200 
for two articles in the company’s 
magazine.

From 1929 Disaster. 


By the Associated Press. ’ 
WASHINGTON, April 27. — The 
Senate Banking Committee yester- 
day urged passage of the Stock Ex- 
change Control Bill in order to pre- 
vent recurring interruptions in the 
nation’s economic recovery caused 
by the collapse of speculative booms 
‘n securities. 

“That the country has learned 
littie from the catastrophe of 1929 
is evidenced by the speculative 
boom during the summer of ._1933 
which ended with the usual disas- 
trous results to investors,” the com- 
mittee said in its formal report on 
the measure. 

“If our present progress toward 
prosperity is not to be imbeded from 
time to time by the financial col- 
lapse invariably following artificial 
inflation of security prices, it is 
essential that the Federal Govern- 
meut adopt measures which will en- 
able it to stem the speculative tide 
whenever necessary.” 

The report was submitted as par- 
ty leaders of both Houses made ar- 
rangements to bring the measure 
up for debate. Passage in some 
form is assured. Senator Robinson, 
Democratic floor leader, said most 
of the controversial points had been 
smoothed out and only a few days 
consideration would be necessary. 
Chairman Rayburn of the House 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
will go before the rules committee 
today, seeking consideration early 
next week. Senate debate probably 


week. 

Three Principal Problems. 

The Senate Committee said the 
three principal problems with which 
the bill deals are “the excessive use 
of credit for speculation, the unfair 
practices employed in speculation, 
and the secrecy surrounding the 
financial conditions of corporations 
which invite the public to purchase 
their securities.” 
The Senate measure would estab- 
lish a new commission of five mem- 
bers to administer the act and give 
it authority to fix minimum margin 
requirements, it would outlaw 
“manipulative” practices, and re- 
quire frequent reports from corpo- 
rations with listed stocks on their 
financial] conditions. 

The bill written by the House 
committee would give the Federal 
Trade Commission regulatory au- 
thority, except.that minimum mar- 
gin requirements would be set by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 


The Committee Statement. 


The Senate Committee _ report, 
submitted by Chairman Fletcher, 
said the exchanges had shown 
themselves incapable of adequate 
self-regulation and therefore’ the 
Government must assume that re- 
sponsibility.

These figures, indicating the field 
for the Administration’s $1,500,000,- 
000 modernization campaign, were 
compiled from the Commerce De- 
partment’s real property inventory 
of 60 cities, instituted to get the 
actual facts on the nation’s housing 
needs. The _ statistics cover only 
eight cities, put were said by \ex- 
parts to indicate the trend of the 
entire survey. * 

It was disclosed that 35,250 of the 
homes were in need of repairs to a 
greater or less extent, In each of 
the eight cites, the proportion need- 
ing repairs was more than half. 

The figures also indicated the 
need for new housing. The vacan- 
cies ranged from 4 to 15 per cent. 
In the more heavily populated dis- 
tricts from 4 to 5 per cent of the 
houses were vacant. 

Figures to show the extent of 
overcrowding also were included. In 
one city 32 per cent of the dwell- 
ings were over-crowded. In no case 
were fewer than 12 per cent of the 
buildings overcrowded.

“In the first place, however zeal- 
ously exchange authorities may su- 
pervise the business conduct of 
their members,.the interests with 
which they are connected frequent- 
ly conflict with the public interest. 

“Secondly, the securities ex- 
changes, have broadened the scope 
of their activities to the point 
where they are no longer isolated 
institutions, but have become such 
an important element in the credit 
structure of the country that regu- 
lation, to be effective, must be in- 
tegrated with the protection of our 
entire financial system and the na- 
tional economy. 

“Thirdly, the control exercised by 
stock exchange authorities is ad- 
mittedly limited to their own mem- 
bers, and they are unable to cope 
with those practices of non-mem- 
bers which they deplore but can- 
not prevent. 

“Fourthly, the attitude of ex- 
change authorities toward the na- 
ture and scope of the regulation 
required appears to be sharply at 
variance with the modern concep- 
tion of the extent to which the 
public welfare must be guarded in 
financial matters.”

BUFFALO GNATS KILL 
ARKANSAS LIVESTOCK 


750 Animals -Estimated to 
Have Died of Bites; Cool 


Weather Favors Insects. 


By the Associated Press. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 27. 
—Estimating that between 750 and 
800 head of livestock have been 
killed by swarms of buffalo gnats 
in the last week, Dr. C. D. Stubbs, 
State veterinarian, said today that 
the cooler weather and showers 


would make the situation worse. 
The first hatching of the gnats 
appeared last week, and a second | 
batching is due next week, Dr. 
Stubbs said. With continued cool 
and cloudy weather, they will 
swarm out over the farm lands by 
the mi§lions, he said. In warm 
weather the gnats stay close by 
stagnant pools, their breeding 
places. 
- The insects have caused suspen- 
sion of farming operations in some 
sections of Eastern Arkansas. The 
attacks had become so critical in 
some sections today that farmers 
appealed to Federal relief agencies 
for aid. f s 
First reported at Marianne, in 
Eastern Arkansas, last week, the 
dense swarm moved across the low- 
land country attacking work stock 
in the fields as farmers fought the 
insects with smoke and oil. 
In a 10-mile radius of the Ward 
community, near here, 30 horses 
and mules were reported killed by 
the insects within the last 48 hours. 
Completing a survey late yesterday, 
Dr. P. A. Johnson, Assistant State 
Veterinarian, said the loss there 


From Southeast Arkansag, near 
Helena, about 50 horses and mules 
were reported dead, and from the 
Beebe area 75 head. 

The insects made their appear- 
ance in the Ward section for the 
first time in 15 years. 

Most of the livestock losses are 
caused by a lack of knowledge of 
the danger, the veterinarian said. 
Although little is known of.the in- 
sect’s characteristics, it appears to 
inject a toxic poison, and is so small 
that the animals breathe quantities 
into the lungs, which are absorbed, 
exerting an additional toxic effect. 
Once an animal becomes ill from 
the bites, no treatment appears 
have an effect, he gaid. on 
Smudge fires built about thicke 
or in the fields when the wind is 
not high offers about the only pro- 
tection,.

Officer Fires But Misses. 

In the dusk, Brown mistook a 
flashlight Camden still held in his 
hand for a revolver, and bearing 
in mind the outlaw’s oft-repeated 
boast, and some local sentiment in 
favor of it, toolf careful aim and 
fired. He missed, and Camden then 
surrendered to Sheriff Mal Jami- 
son and other members of the 
posse, who appeared in the scene 
at that moment.

FARLEY RESTORES VACATIONS 


IN POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT | 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Post- 
master-General James A. Farley to- 


day restored to postal employes the 
annual vacations discontinued by 
an order issued March 2 of this 
year. In making the announcement 
he said “The order has been re 
voked because the ftmprovement in 
general business conditions through- 
out the country has resulted in 
sufficiently increased postal rev- 
enue to justify this action.” — 
“Postal employes who have not 
yet taken their annual vacations,” 
Farley said, “may do so between 
now and the end of the fiscal 
year, June 30, instead of having 
them deferred until after the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year on 
July 1, as was contemplated in the 
order pf March 2.”

Dickmann Says He Will Re- 


_ Approved. 


GIVES UNSTINTING 
PRAISE FOR KIEL 


Says Republicans Oppos- 
ing Proposal Are Disloyal 
to City and Party. 


Revival of citizen supervision of 
bond fund expenditures in connec- 
tion with the proposed $16,100,000 
city bond issue was promised by 
Mayor Dickmann, addressing work- 
ers in the bond campaign at Con- 
vention Hall of Municipal Audi- 
torium last night. 

The Citizens’ Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee was appointed in 
the Kiel administration to direct 
expenditure of the $87,372,500 bond 
issue of 1923, but in recent years it 
has become a dead letter. 

“IT propose to see,” said Dick- 
mann, “that the bond issue projects 
are handled in the same non-parti- 
san or bi-partisan way that the proj- 
ects heretofore yoted have been 
nandled. We shall continue to have 
the expenditures supervised by the 
some sort of a supervisory commit- 
tee as has supervised the other ex- 
penditures.” 

Dickmann Praises Kiel. 

Dickmann referred to former 
Mayor Kiel as entitled “to a greater 
share of credit for public improve 
ments than any other man.” , He 
recalled that Democrats and Re 
publicans had co-operated in the 
1923 bond issue and said they should 
do so now. Kiel, speaking next, de- 
clared that any Republican voting 
against the proposed bonds would 
not be loyal to either the city or 
his party. 

The assemblage’ filled park 
benches on part of the main floor 
of Convention Hall and sat on 
many of the unfinished concrete 
tiers above it. Several thousand 
were present. Loud speakers car 
ried the talks. It is intended to 
hold nightly meetings in this hall 
until the bond election of May 15 
when a school bond issue of $2,000, 
000 and a State issue of $10,000,009 
will be submitted as well as the city 
issue. 

Among those present last night 
were workers in the ward organi- 
zations of city employes, war vet- 
erang and union labor, set up to 
campaign for the bonds. 

Hay and Igoe Speak. 

City Counselor Hay described 
municipal functions, in telling of 
the need for the bonds. President 
Igoe of the Police Board said the 
money would provide civic neceg- 
sities and furnish employment. As- 
sistant City Counselor Grant, a Ne 
gro, urged Negroes to support the 
bonds for the benefit of the city 
and the advancement of their raca. 
Chairman Cassidy of the Efficiency 
Board, head of labor’s bond organ- 
ization, advocated general support 
by labor. Commissioner of Weights 
and Measures Waldman, head of 
the veterans’ organization, said the 
plan to complete Memorial Plaza 
and erect a war memorial there 
should attract the backing of vet- 
erans. 

Chairman Waechter of the Elec 
tion Board predicted the bonds 
would be voted. 

The Eleventh Ward Veterans’ 
Democratic Organization has in. 
dorsed the bond issues. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Missouri State. Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, representing 20,000 teachers 
throughout Missouri, has unani- 
mously indorsed the State issue. 
Secretary E. M. Carter of Colum- 
bia called attention to the hazard- 
ous and crowded condition of State 
eleemosynary and penal institutions, 
which this fund would relieve. He 
quoted an estimate of the State 
Tax Commission that a tax rate of 
1.8 cents on the $100 valuaion would 
support the bonds. 

Asks for Support by Lions. 

Les C, Deacon of Hannibal, a Re- 
publican, district governor of 
Lion’s clubs in Missouri, advocated 
passage of the State issue before 
the South Side Lions’ Club at 
luncheon at Bevo Mill yesterday. 
He said there was no political is- 
sue in the campaign. He is calling | 
on Lions clubs throughout the State 
to support the bonds. 
The Second Ward Democratic 
Club, meeting at 2002 Salisbury 
street last night, unanimously in- 
dorsed the State bonds. Police Com- 
missioner Phelan and State Sena- 
tor Doran described, respectively, 
the needs for more penal and elee- 
mosynary facilities. Phelan said ‘m- 
proved conditions fn prisons would 
give better opportunity for ¢orrec- 
tion rather than punishment. Bet- 
ter housing of prisoners would im- 
prove moral conditions, he added. 
Doran warned of constant danger 
of fire in crowded, unsatisfactory 
quarters where insane and other 
patients are housed.

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ST. LOUIS DIET SURVEY 
REVEALS DEFICIENCIES 


Only 9.2 Pet. of 8136 Families 
Studied Maintain Federal 
Standard.

A survey of food habits of St. 
Louis families recently completed 
under the direction of the City 
Health Department and the &t. 
Louis District Dairy Council dis- 
closed that only 9.2 per cent of the 
8136 families studied have a daily 
diet equivalent in nutritive value to 
the adequate standard set up by 
the Federal Government’s Bureau 
of Home Economics. 

The deficiency was principally 
due. to absence, or insufficient 
amounts of foods needed to supply 
desirable health elements rather 
than to lack of sufficient total

quantity. For instance, it was found 
the average per capita consumption 
of milk was slightly less than half 
a pint a day, although health au- 
thorities recommend a minimum of 
a quart a day for growing children 
and a pint a day for adults. 
Survey by CWA Workers. 

The survey was. made by 2 
trained teachers assigned to the 
work by the CWA, The procedure 
was to visit representative homes 
in each of the 26 census districts of 
the city in order to obtain what 
was considered a fair average for 
the entire population. The 8136 
families visitcd represented 382,158 
persons, or about 3.9 per sent of 
the city’s population. 

It was found that only 687 per 
cent of the families get fresh milk 
daily, but another 30 per cent get 
fresh ‘milk or canned milk irregu- 
larly, leaving only about 1 per cent 
getting no milk. The per capita 
daily consumption was .48 pint for 
all families’ and .65 pint for the 
families getting milk. Among fam- 
ilies having children less than 2 
years old, 85.5 per cent get fresh 
milk daily. 

Use of Fruit and Vegetables. 

Only 72.4 per cent of families re- 
ported the use of fruit daily arid 
85.6 per cent the use of vegetables 
besides potatoes. In 2320 families 
having children 6 years old or less, 
47 per cent lacked daily use of 
oranges or tomatoes, a requirement 
in the adequate diet of the Bureau 
of Home Economics. 

Meat is used daily by 683 per 
cent of families and two or three 
times daily by 16.1 per cent. Less 
than 1 per cent reported no use of 
meat. 

“A rather interesting sidelight,” 
the report states, “comes in the fact 
that 2 per cent of the population 
volunteered the information that 
they used no eggs.” 

The nearest approach to the ade- 
quate diet standard of the Bureau 
of Home Economics was in the 
fifth census district where 28 per 
cent of the families measured up 
to that standard.

William H. Spencer of Chicago 
Business School Lists Pere 
manent Features. 


The New Deal received today a 
barrage of comment, both for and 
against, from the deans of univer- 
sity business schools, who agreed 
at the same time that the policies 
and legislation of the administra- 
tion would force great changes in 
the teaching of business. 

They spoke at the meeting of 
the American Association ¢f 
Schools of Business at Hotei Chase. 
Dr. Leverett S. Lyon, executive vice- 
president of the Brookings Insti- 
tution, presided over what he 
called “this discharge of wisdom.”’ 

Question of Control. 

Dean William H. Spencer of the 
University of Chicago said that 
there are “so many permanent fea- 
tures of the New Deal that the 
problem is not whether the present 
recover machinery will remain, 
but who will control it.” 

He said no succeeding adminis- 
tration, whether it moves further 
to the right or left, would discard 
such features as the codes of fair 
competition, the open price prac- 
tice, or the labor clause of the Re- 
covery Act, : 

“Remember,” he said, “that Presi- 
dent Hoover worked hard for price- 
fixing when he was Secretary of 
Commerce and that no administra- 
tion, no matter how conservative, 
would repeal Section 7A of the 
NRA while retaining its other fea- 
tures.” 

He defended the professors in 
governmental positions by saying 
that the “making of readjustments 
under the New Deal are so deli- 
cate, difficult and dangerous that 
we must have men who know 
something of the problems involved. 

“Congress can make the policies 
and the President can promulgate 
them, but they can’t make the re- 
adjustments necessary for carry- 
ing them out. As an allegedly im- 
partial vice-chairman of the Chi- 
cago Regional Labor Board, I know 
that there is great need for an 
impartial, detached, intelligent point 
of view.” 

He said the academic mind 
“arouses the suspicion of the so- 
called practical mind because it 
does not have to take full conse- 
quence of its decision. A business 
man once characterized a professor 
as ‘a very bright boy who has nev- 
er faced a payroll.’”’ 

He urged that the academic and 
practical mind must “team togeth- 
er.” 


Celumbia U.’s Problem. 

Dean R. C. McCrea of Columbia 
University said that the “most 
striking practical effect of the New 
Deal on Columbia has been the im- 
possibility of getting a full faculty 
meeting.” He said it might force 
them to add a new course in “busi- 
ness apologetics” since even his 
“most bourbon colleagues are show- 
ing a recession from old complacen- 
cies and a disposition to justify 
faith with facts and argument.” 

Dean Henry F. Grady of Califor- 
nia University said that the courses 
in business schools “must be re- 
vamped and taught from the social 
viewpoint. Such things as the 
rights of the consumer, heretofore 
given only lip service, and fraud- 
ulent advertising must be given se- 
rious consideration.” 

Joseph H. Willits, dean of the 
Wharton School of Finance at 
Pennsylvania University, added 
that students in the schools must 
be taught that “society asks a 
sensitiveness in business men to a 
common social viewpoint” and that 
they should learn that “business 
collectively will have to curb its 
anti-social members.” 

Granting that the New Deal had 
made text books out of date, Dean 
Walter J. Matherly of Florida Uni- 
versity, warned against a “too hasty 
radical adjustment in our schools 
since the New Deal has not repeal- 
ed economic law or improved it in 
value.” 

More than 70 deans are attending 
the meeting, among them Jacob H. 
Jackson of Stanford University, R. 
H. Gray of the Amost Tuck Busi- 
ness School at Dartmouth, and 
Wallace B. Donham of Harvard. 

The meeting was addressed last 
night by William T. Nardin, presi- 
dent of the Pet Milk Co. and chair- 
man of the board of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and Dr. W. F. Gep- 
hart, vice-president of the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

The afternoon program included 
a luncheon at Washington Univer- 
sity and a meeting in the Women’s 
Building presided over by Isador 
Loeb, dean of the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Business and 
Public Administration. Tonight 
there will be a meeting in McMil- 
lan Hall with speeches by Wiley 
B. Rutledge, dean of the Washing- 
ton University School of Law, and 
J. E. LeRossignol, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska.

Committee Favors Investigation py 
the Federal Trade Com- 
mission.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The 
Kopplemann resolution authorizing 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
investigate the sale and distribu- 
tion of milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts was approved today by the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

The commission would be direct- 
ed to inquire into co-operatives, 
corporations and others handling 
milk to determine whether prices 
are unreasonably high and wheth- 
er conditions are such as to create 
@ monopoly in the sale and dis- 
tribution. 

Introduce by Representative Kop- 
plemann (Dem.), Connecticut, the 
measure is based on an audit made 
by the Farm Adjustment Adminis- 
tration showing that distributors in 
four of the largest milksheds 
made a net profit in five years of 
more than 25 per cent. During 
the same period, Kopplemann said 
the wholesale price of milk sold 
by farmers declined 50 per cent. 

The commission would be _ re- 
quired to report its findings to the 
House.

Sloan Declares General Motors 
Corporation Will Not Deal With | 
American Federation of Labor 


Quotes William Green As Saying There’s No 
Room for Any Other Organization of 
Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, April 27.—Alfred P. 

Sloan Jr., president of General Mo- 
tors Corporation, yesterday charged 
the American Federation of Labor 
with trying to disrupt the automo- 
tive industry and declared his cor- 
poration would not recognize the 
“closed shop” union. Sloan said he 
believed the position of General Mo- 
tors was that of the industry as a 
whole. : 
The challenge of the automobile 
magnate to the labor federation was 
made in an address before the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, 

The employe representation plan, 
or “company union,” Sloan said, 
was the method through which the 
“real interests of both the employer 
and the employe can best be pro- 
moted.” He said he thought col- 
lective bargaining was a “step for- 
ward” in American industrial life, 
but he expressed the conviction that 
the workman did not prefer the na- 
tional union. 

Motor Industry and Labor. 

A record of 30 years in the indus- 
try with the “finest possible co-op- 
eration between employer and em- 
ploye,” Sloan said, had resulted in 
the development of the “most ag- 
gressive industry that exists in our 
country; ... wage rate always high, 
and today higher than that exist- 
ing in any other major industry; 
. - . working conditions second to 
none; co-operative plans between 
employer and employe of various 
kinds to advance the social and eco- 
nomic position of the employe;” 
and organized savings promoted by 
the employer in which employer 
and employes had participated. He 
continued: 

“Notwithstanding all. this—facts 
which cannot and have not been de- 
nied—the American Federation of 
Labor, through its organized agents, 
is today making a determined drive 
to stir up trouble; to sow the seed 
of discontent, to disrupt this great 
industry—a key industry making 
determined efforts to promote the 
Cause of national recovery—an in- 
dustry which has not only done 
everything it has been asked to do 
by the President of the United 
States, in support of his efforts, 
but has done so gromptly, effec- 
tively and loyally. 

Opposes Closed Shop. 

“To sum up this phase of my dis- 
cussion, and in order that there may 
be no confusion as to definition of 
terms, let me state concretely the 
position of General Motors Corpo- 
ration, which I believe to be in 
common with that of the automo- 
tive industry: We will deal with 
any representation of our employes, 
properly established, We believe in, 
and will support, the principle of 
collective bargaining. 

“On the other hand, we will, un- 


der no circumstances, permit any 
group, be it a majority or a minor- 
ity group, from preventing other 
groups dealing with us. This is 
both the law and the interpretation 
of the law, by the National Recov- 
ery Administrator. Again, under 
no circumstances, will we recognize 
any union as that term’is inter- 
preted by the American Federation 
of labor—that means the closed 
shop.” 
Quotes A. F. L. President. 


Sloan quoted President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor as having said in a state- 
ment on Sept. 18, 1933, that the 
Federation “is not going to be 
stopped in its aggressive and sweep- 
ing campaign to bring workers into 
unions throughout the nation” and 
that it was going to be “the recog- 
nized, all-embracing spokesmen for 
American labor,” with “no room in 
the United tSates for any other la- 
bor movement.” 

Saying recognition of the union 
means the closed shop, Sloan 
added: “Do we need any further 
evidence than the record itself, of 
the very definite objective of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
dominate American industry and 
make every American workman 
pay a price for a job?” 

Objection to Closed Shop. 

The American workman, left to 
his own individual judgment, Sloan 
said, “has in general decided that 
his interests are outside of a na- 
tional union rather than inside one.” 

It was only because of “unfair in- 
terpretation” of the position of the 
Government, supported by certain 
interpretations of provisions of the 
NRA, and the general unsettlement 
of the depression, Sloan said, that 
the question of organized labor as- 
sumed “so much importance.” 

Establishment of the “closed 
shop” would result in the domina- 
tion, Sloan added, of industry by 
an “organization in no sense in- 
terested in the real problems be- 
tween the individual employer and 
the individual employe,” and the es- 
tablishment of “the greatest mo- 
nopoly that the world has yet seen, 
, . and all outside the law.” He 
called upon industry to deal ag- 
gressively with its responsibility in 


j this matter. 


Sloan said he was not in harmony 
with the proposal for a mandatory 
30-hour week in industry and that 
he favored the proposal to give the 
President authority to deal, as a 
business man, with other countries 
with respect to foreign trade. 

Industry’s problem, he contended, 
was not one of over-production, 
but one of “grave maladjustment.” 
He doubted if it would be neces- 
sary “or desirable under normal 
circumstarices to establish ways of 
stabilizing the price structure.” 


$145,306,089 IN BEER TAXES 
COLLECTED BY U. S. IN YEAR 


Levies on Liquor and Wines Yielded 
$52,083,532 From Dec. 1 to 
March 31, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 27. — One 
year of legal beer paid the Govern- 
ment $145,306,089. The Internal 
Revenue Bureau announced this 
figure today for the period from 


April 1, 1933, to March 31, 1934. 
Beer became legal April 7, 1933. 
Distilled spirits and wines paid 
$52,083,532 from Dec. 1 to March 
31. 

Liquor and beer taxes paid the 
Government $5,000,000 more in 
March than in February. The 
months’ total, $28,320,000, was the 
highest since repeal, 

Beer provided nearly $4,000,000 of 
the March increase, rising from 
$9,316,000 to $13,175,000. The dis- 
tilled spirits production tax was 
$8,742,000, an increase of a million. 
First-quarter income tax pay: 
ments in March of _ $228,525,000 
served to increase the month’s ag- 
gregate internal revenue receipts 
to $390,352,000, as compared with 
$174,035,000 in February and $242,- 
464,000 in March, 1933. 
Agricultural processing taxes 
were $36,313,000 in March, compared 
with $32,902,000 in February. 


HEADS RUSSIAN PLAN BOARD 


Valerian Ivanovitch Mezhlauk Ele- 
vated from Vice-Chairman. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, April 27.—Elevation of 
Valerian Ivanovitch Mezhlapk, who 
is well known in American indus- 
trial. and business circles, to the 
post of chairman of the State Plan- 
ning Commission was announced 
yesterday by the Central Execu- 
tive Comunittee. 

Mezhlauk, /who has been _ vice- 
chairman, succeeds Valerian Kuy- 
bysheff, who in turn becomes head 
of the newly-created Soviet con- 
trol commission. With his promo- 
tion Mezhlauk becomes a_ vice- 
chairman of the Council of People’s 
Commissars and a vice-chairman of 
the Council of Labor and Defense. 
Mezhlauk and Kuybysheff shoul- 
dered the chief responsibility for 
preparation of the Soviet Union's 
five-year plans. The former nego- 
tiated a contract with the Ford 
Motor Co. for the manufacture in 
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Russia of Ford cars. 


16 OFFICERS SENTENCED 
FOR DUTCH CRUISER MUTINY 


Prison Terms Vary From Three 
Days to 12 Months. Result of 
Courtmartial. 

BATAVIA, Java, April 27.—A 
court-martial today sentenced 16 of- 
ficers of the mutiny cruiser, De 
Zeven Provincien, to prison terms 
varying from three days: to 12 


months. 
The court-martial cleaned up 
cases of the Dutch naval officers 
who were implicated in the Feb- 
ruary, 1933, mutiny off the South- 
west Sumatra Coast which was sup- 
pressed after five days with an air- 
plane bomb killing 22 of the muti- 
neers. 

Besides those sentenced to jail, 
six officers were adjucged incom- 
petent for further service. 


CUBA AWAITS MACHADO ARREST 


Will Ask Canada to Extradite Him 
If Found There. 
By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, April 27.—Cuba is 

waiting for news of the pursuit of 
its former President, Gerardo Ma- 
chado, in the United States. Plan- 
ning for the eventuality that Ma- 
chado may escape arrest there, the 
Cuban Court of Sanctions began 
preparation of a request to the 
Cuban State Department asking 
that extradition proceedings be in- 
stituted against Machado in Can- 
ada. /

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GERMANY REJECTS 
SOVIET PLAN FOR 
BALTIC TREATY 


Russian Statement Disclo- 
ses Proposal to Guaran- 
tee Independence of 
Northern States. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, April 27.—The rejec- 
tion by Nazi.Germany of a proposal 
to join with Communistic Russia 
in guaranteeing “independence and 
inviolability” of the Baltic coun- 
tries, is disclosed in an official Sov- 
iet communique. 

The communique, issued last 
night by Foreign Commissar Maxim 
Litvinoff, said that the German 
Government replied to Soviet over- 
tures with a statement that the 
proposal “was lacking in political 
sense,” 

The proposal to guarantee the in- 
dependence of the Baltic states was 
made by Litvinoff to Dudolf Na- 
dolny, the German Ambassador, on 
March 28, and the latter replied jon 
April 14. 

The Goverhment communique 
quoted the German r<ply as saying: 

“The inference would be that the 
independence of the Baltic coun- 
tries is endangered by one side or 
the other if such an agreement is 
not’ signed. 

“Why Sign a Pact?” 

“The German Government does 
not consider that any such menace 
comes from Soviet Russia, and 
even less does it feel that such a 
menace can come from Germany. 
Consequently, if there is no dan- 
ger, why sign a pact?” 

The German Ambassador said 
Litvinoff had made a similar pro- 
posal recently to the Polish Gov- 
ernment. This, he said, was inter- 
preted by his Government as “a 
political stroke aimed against Ger- 
many.” He continued: 

“Although we do not know how 
this action has developed, we never- 
theless think it quite unusual] that 
the Soviet Government should seek 
to embody the same plan in the 
form of a Russo-German pact. 

“Such an offer cannot improve 
German-Soviet relations, but anoth- 
er way can be found, based on the 
Berlin treaty, and the German 
Government is ready to discuss an 
agreement concerning restoration of 
confidence between the two coun- 
tries.” 

Replying on the same day, Lit- 
vinoff expressed regret at the Ger- 
man refusal of “our proposal dic- 
tated by a desire to strengthen 
peace generally, particularly in 
those countries bordering upon the 
Soviet Union. The confidence of 
the Soviet Union in other countries 
is possible only in the common aim 
to strengthen peace and a feeling 
of security among nations.” 


Proposal to Poland. 

Asserting that the German alle- 
gation that the Soviet Government 
had made a similar offer to Poland 
“does not correspond with the 
facts,” Litvinoff added, however: 
“We have not made any proposal 
to Poland to sign any pact regard- 
ing the Baltic states, but did offer 
a declaration to defend and keep 
the peace of Eastern Europe, and 
the recognition that both Govern- 
ments consider a necessary condi- 
tion, for this is the inviolaLility and 
complete economic and political in- 
dependence of those territories for- 
merly belonging to Czarist Russia.” 

The Baltic countries — Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania and Finland— 
with which Soviet Russia recently 
signed agreements prolonging ‘jnon- 
aggression pacts, all formerly be- 
longed to Russia. 

Litvinoff -did not indicate how 
his proposal was received by the 
Polish Government, but said that 
“to deny the danger to which small 
countries are exposed can be done 
only by those ignoring the real in- 
ternational conditions.”

CANAL COULD HANDLE 
FLEET IN 40 HOURS 


Port Authorities Point Out 
Safety Precautions Taken 
in Recent Maneuver. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALBOA, C. Z., April 27.—In case 


of an emergency, the United States 
can move a fleet of 111 vessels 
through the Panama Canal within 
40 hours, port authorities estimate. 
Although the recent maneuver re- 
quired nearly 48 hours, it was point- 
ed out that pilots were instructed 
to take no risks. 

Risks which are not undertaken 
in peace time, authorities said, 
would be taken in a similar man- 
euver in time of war. Speed of ves- 
sels through Gatun Lake on the Ca- 
nal this week was limited because 
launches. dredges and other craft 
were tied along the shore. Forty- 
seven minutes were lost at the Pa- 
cific locks when a gate strut broke, 
necessitating repairs. 

Slower Transit at Night. 

Naval authorities learned that 
night transits through the canal are 
considerably slower than those in 
daytime because ships do not fol- 
low each other so closely. 

Operations of pilots and dispatch- 
ers during the recent transit were 
directed by Capt. Charles Svensson, 
United States Naval Reserve and 
Assistant Port Captain, who, Sept. 
16, 1914, piloted the first ship 
through the canal from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. 

The ships were “locked” through 
in battle formation with the scout- 
ing force leading, followed by the 
battle force, in such manner that 
the fleet would be ready for actual 
battle once it was through the ca- 
nal. Both lanes were used simul- 
taneously. 

Commercial shipping returned to 
normal today. Only ships bound 
for the Atlantic were allowed 
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through yesterday. One British 
shipping agent demanded $2000 
daily demurrage damages because 
the New Zealand liner T:maroa was 
held up on its voyage to London for 
three days.

OUR HUMOR SUSTAINS US. | 
The American sense of humor is proverbial, and 
before we get through the present evolutionary chap 
ter, our debt to it will be enormous, It is fitting to 
speak of it now, for this week is the 100th anniver 
sary of the birth of Artemus Ward. 

Ward cheered more than one man through a try- 
ing time. It is related of Lincoln that he would 
sometimes enter a Cabinet meeting with one of 
Ward’s books in his hand, asking the members of 
his Cabinet to listen to something funny at a time 
when all but Lincoln were heavy with care. Theo 
dore Roosevelt derived the same comfort from Ward. 
He was often found, when the cares of state pressed 
hardest, reading his favorite humorist, his grin pro 
digious and his eyes shining. 

Now let us see what we can do for ourselves in this 
way. We will take the case of Congressman Beck, who

This is a measure aimed at 
one of the prime evils of our time. 

Very well. What does Congressman Beck think of 
it? (Don’t read this if you have a cracked lip.) Mr. 
Beck thinks it would be unwise at this time to pass 
any bill which will “shock the investors of the coun- 
try,” whose investments in utility securities he ap 
proximates at 20 billion dollars. The Congressman 
thinks passage of the Johnson bill would frighten 
these investors and retard recovery¥. 

As if these investors had not already been fright- 
ened by something much worse than the Big Bad 
Wolf! Or as if they had not been reading every day 
about the flight and capture of Samuel Insull, and 
it was not upon their account that he is being 
brought home! 

It is fortunate that we have a good sense of humor. 
We need it. We are asked to believe that if we 
regulated the stock exchanges, the country would fall 
down and go boom. As it happens, we have, in addi- 
tion to that competent sense of humor for which we 
are noted, an adequate comparative idea of what the 
security business is like in the civilized nations of 
Europe. We do believe that if cats and dogs were out- 
lawed, there would be a better market for legitimate 
securities. So does the better element in investment 
banking believe ‘it. 

We are also asked to believe that if we do not re- 
store in toto the greedy practices which reduced the 
national income from something around $0 to about 
30 billion dollars annually, we can never hope again 
to make the national economy function or to see in- 
dustry and initiative reap their due reward. We 
hear this every day. It is behind every objection 
made to the progressive moves which are fast re 
claiming the country from the misery into which it 
was plunged by the contrary policy. Bureaucrats have 
us by the windpipe and are robbing us of our free- 
dom: as if privilege had not long held us by the 
epiglottis, and picking our pockets while we lay help 
less had not become one of the national sports. 

Let Congress propose to restore the high surtaxes 
which were taken out of the law at a time when we 
needed them most, and we are assured that there 
can be no recovery if we do so. Upon the contrary, 
no recovery we might achieve can be lasting until we 
do so. We are asked to witness the recovery of 
Britain, but taxes in Britain are even higher than 
we now propose to make our own. The whole theory 
of using the Federal credit to accelerate business and 
reduce unemployment is based upon the recapture of 
profits by taxation. 

We are told that to give labor the right to bargain 
collectively will be to turn American business over ‘ 
to the unions. As if it were not possible to maintain 
a mutual respect for each other’s rights upon the 
part of both labor and capital and we did not face 
that rational test in the machine age! We are seek- 
ing a market for our industrial product, and we 
shall never find it until we give the masses money 
with which to buy all those artifacts which invention 
dangles under our noses. 

If we were engaged in war with a foreign foe, 
there would be no thought of ruining the national 
credit by straining it to the utmost for victory; but 
when we take that same abundant credit and use it 
to fight the depression, to employ those who want to 
earn their livelihood and cannot do so, to succor the 
needy and to rout starvation, we are asked to believe 
that in the end Uncle Sam will be as poor as Job’s 
turkey. 

We agree that too many people cannot live upon 
the Federal bounty. We think that too much of it 
too long continued would make dependents of mil- 
lions of people whose initiative can be destroyed by 
hand-outs. But our reaction to what is said about 
the Government’s duty in an emergency is compar- 
able to that which Mr. Dooley experienced in 1898. 
We were then at war with Spain. The country was 
in a ferment of rumors that a Spanish army was on 
its way across the ocean, that it would land in Flor- 
ida and lay waste the United States. 

Mr. Dooley’s courage in that dreadful moment may 
be said to have rallied the national morale. He was 
not frightened by the fear that the bloodthirsty 
Spaniards would do anything of the kind.

“Senator Norris tried to make statesmen out of the 
pie-counter politicians on the Democratic side of the 
chamber.

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SETTLEMENT OF THE RAIL WAGE DISPUTE. 

The terms on which the railroad wage controversy 
were settled are a compromise, but the outcome on 
the whole is a victory for the workers. 

The railroads in February served notice of a new 
15 per cent cut, in addition to the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion that had been in effect since Jan. 31, 1932. The 
unions countered with a demand for a 10 per cent 
increase, in addition to restoration of the cut. In 
the settlement now reached at Washington, neither a 
pay cut nor an increase enters, but the railroads 
agree to restore the 10 per cent reduction in three 
Stages, beginning July 1, 1934, and ending April 1, 
1935. 

It is an outcome that will hearten the country as 
a whole, for two reasons. First, because the consum- 
ing power of this great body of workers, almost a 
million in all, will not be forcibly reduced at a time 
when national revival is beginning to be felt. Sec 
ond, because the public is to be spared the incon- 
venience and hardship of a railroad strike. There 
can be no denying Mr. Roosevelt’s statement when 
he intervened in the dispute: “A bitter controversy 
between the railroads and their employes over wages 
would have a most disturbing influence.” 

Nor will the outcome work any hardship upon the 
railroads. They have suffered in the nation-wide de 
pression, it is true; but the early stages of recovery 
have brought large increases in their revenue. It 
would have been a wanton act of obstruction had 
they persisted in their purpose of reducing wages 
again. Both sides have displayed an admirable spirit 
of give-and-take in the discussion,.and they have set 
an excellent example in a troubled field. President 
Roosevelt. and Co-ordinator Eastman likewise have 
labored long and hard in bringing the two sides to- 
gether.

N RESISTING the silver movement in 

Congress, it would be a pity for the Presi- 

den. to give out the impression that he 
regards further monetary action to break 
the depression as useless. Some such im- 
pression has been conveyed in the newspa- 
per dispatches. 

There are, to be sure, excellent reasons for 
objecting to the present silver proposals. 
Technically, they are among the povrest 
which have been discussed in Congress, and, 
furthermore, any measure in the field of 
money which is compulsory is unsound. To 
have a congressional majority lay down a 
fixed rule as to what must be done in such 
uncertain times as these, and then go home, 
is a risky procedure. If the President can 
be trusted to manage gold, he can be trust- 
ed to manage silver. To give him discretion 
about one metal and not about the other 
is no way to get a coherent national policy.

But when all this has been said, it is still 
mecessary to recognize that we are in the 
early stages of monetary reconstruction 
after the greatest monetary debacle in mod- 
ern history, and that the congressional sen- 
timent for inflation is based on that fact. 
The methods put forward at the moment 
may be poor ones, the mandatory procedure 
may be very bad, but the impulse arises 
from the real needs of the people and calls 
for positive satisfaction. 

There are two directions in which con- 
structive measures have still to be taken. 
The first of these is to make effective, under 
careful control, the effects of the gold de- 
valuation. By that measure, we have made 
possible a very great expansion of the supply 
of money. But the expansion has been in- 
considerable and ought to be greatly in- 
creased. It cannot safely be accomplished by - 
Government spending alone. It can be ac- 
complished only in substantial amount by 
loans from banks to producers, and by the 
sale of mortgages and securities. 

To this expansion, to this credit inflation 
or reflation—whatever may be the proper 
name for it—there are certain obstacles. 
There is the Securities Act as it now stands. 
There are certain features of the Banking 
Act which disrupt the mechanism for under- 
writing securities. There may be some 
aspects of the stock exchange bill, even in 
its amended form, though that is less clear. 
There are those policies of NRA which raise 
construction costs and therefore discourage 
new enterprise. 

And then there is a state of mind, always 
iatert in the Federal Reserve System and 
in the Treasury, which disposes those who 
manage our money to shut down on expan- 
sionist policies when they are beginning to 
take effect. This! has happened two or 
three times since 1930, and there are some 
slight indications that it might happen again. 


In any event, a bold, consistent policy of 
credit expansion is needed to make effective 
what the gold devaluation made possible. 
Such a policy calls for the amendment of 
‘those laws which obstruct it and then a 
resolute use of the whole mechanism of 
credit expansion. We must not-let the theo- 
retical possibilities of too much credit imfia- 
- tion obscure any actual dangers and miseries

An Uncompleted Task 


Thie is the immediate task before us, and 
it can promote a very considerable revival. 
But it is not likely to bring full recovery. 
For, since large sections of the country are 
dependent upon the sale of goods that go 
into world markets, since the country as a 
whole is dependent upon the prosperity of 
all its parts, the level of world prices is a 
matter of great concern to us. That level 
is not rising much, and it cannot be made 
to rise by the expansion of our own credit.

It does not rise because the international 
gold panic has not been overcome. The 
world’s gold supply, which is the base of 
worid prices, is cornered in a few countries, 
and hoarded by central banks and by indi- 
viduals. Gold, therefore, has an exorbitant 
value in terms of all other commodities, 
which means that gold prices are stagnant 
at a very low level. Until this abnormal 
condition is cured, there can be only partial 
revival of internal trade in countries that 
are managing their money, but no real re- 
vival of world trade and no real rise of in- 
ternational prices. 

There are several ways in which this con- 
dition could theoretically be cured. One 
way would be the suspension of the gold 
standard in all countries’, and the refusal 
of central banks to buy any more gold. The 
vaiue of gold would collapse and world prices 
would almost certainly rise. This wil) not 
happen, however, for the peoples of the 
world are more attached to gold than ever, 
and will not stop accumulating it if they can. 

The corner in gold would also be broken 
if. great new gold mines were discuvered, 
as in the ‘50s, and again inthe 90s. If great 
quantities of new gold were brought forth, 
the value of gold would fall and the value 
of goods measured in gold would rise. But 
no new gold mines are in sight. So that is 
not likely to happen. 

It is here that the silver advocates make 
their strongest case. They say: Gold ac- 
quires its chief value from the fact that 
it is lawful money; make silver lawful money 
in some ratio to gold, fixed or fluctuating, 
as seems expedient, and silver, having be- 
come interchangeable with gold, will become 
an equivalent for gold. The monetization of 
silver would have the same result as great 
new discoveries of gold, That is to say. it 
would raise world prices.

There are real differences of opinion 
among students of the problem as to whuth- 
er one country, like the United States, could 
safely remonetize silver by its own action. 
There are differences of opinion as to what 
the ratio of silver to gold ought to be, as 
to whether it should be fixed, as it used to 
be when we had bimetallism, or whether it 
shovid be fluctuating, as is proposed under 
the so-called Janney plan and embodied in: 
the Fiesinger bill. There are differences of 
opinion as to how great would be the effects 
of remonetization at different ratios. There

Here are some suggestions that 
prove the helpfulness of canned 
soup. - | 

Chicken a la King. 
One small green pepper (diced) 
Two level tablespoons butter 
Two cups cooked chicken (diced) 
One can cream of mushroom soup 
mixed with one-half can water. 
One-fourth teaspoonful paprika 

Fry diced pepper in the butter 
for one minute; add soup after 
carefully mixitig with the one-half 
can water and paprika; then add 
chicken and simmer for 15 min- 
utes. Sherry may be added (three- 
fourths tablespoonful) just before 
serving. This recipe will serve four 
people and should be served on 
toast or in patty shells. 

Scrambled Eggs With Soup. 
Biend thoroughly one-half cup of 
undiluted mushroom soup with one- 
fourth cup of warm water. Add 
to four eggs, beaten until they are 
light. Scramble eggs in butter as 
usual, Serve with crisp slices of 
bacon. This will make four serv- 
ings. 

Mushroom and Salmon Wiggle. 

One can mushroom soup 

Three-fourths cup milk 

Three-fourths cup flaked, cooked 
or canned salmon. 

Three-fourths- cup 
drained canned peas. 

Combine the mushroom soup, 
milk, salmon and peas, heat well 
and serve on toast or on crackers. 
Serves 4. Flaked, cooked or canned 
fich,. shrimp, crab-meat, or lobster 
may be substitated for the salmon. 

Creamed Mushrooms and Ham.

Three-fourths cup milk.

Heat the soup with the milk, add 
ham, pepper, Worcestershire sauce 
and heat. Serves four. To vary, 
substitute equal parts of diced 
cooked chicken and ham, or chick- 
en and cooked asparagus for the 
ham.

Combine with shrimp mix- 
ture and pour into moids that have 
been rinsed in cold water. Chill 
and serve on lettuce and garnish 
with paprika.

The shelter is an abandoned fac- 
tory building formerly occupied by 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. Its 
three spacious floors have been par- 
titioned off into dormitories, hos- 
pital quarters, baths, mess halls, ad- 
ministrative offices and recreational 
rooms, which include a “local tal- 
ent” theater, a workshop, and a 
checker and chess room. The shel- 
ter maintains its own laundry, bar- 
ber shop, and even publishes a 
weekly paper titled, “Transient 
Transcript.” 

Spring Makes Visits Shorter. 

“We care for an ayerage of 400 
men a day here,” Heideman said. 
“Our statistical records show that 
during February the average dura- 
tion of care was 10 days, and in 
March seven days. Now that spring 
is here, beckoning the men out of 
doors, I expect their sojourns with 
us will be even shorter. Ive no- 
ticed they are getting more and 
more restless. 

“Not many of the men who come 
to us for aid are inveterate drift- 
ers, though of course there are & 
few parasites. They stay a while 
in East St. Louis and look around 
for work, then move on to the big 
cities like Chicago, New York and 
Detroit, where prospects of jobs in 
automobile factories lure them.” 

The shelter makes no distinctions 
in taking in needy transients, Hei- 
deman said. Each man applying 
for meals and lodging tells his 
story to a case worker, who gives 
him a ticket with which he obtains 
an army cot, blankets and three 
ample meals. Each newcomer re- 
ceives a medical examination and 
necessary medical] treatment. 

“When a man or woman applies 
for aid we make every effort to get 
in touch with his family or rela- 
tives who can help him,” Heideman 
said. “If these can be located we 
furnish him with transportation 
home, or to some place where he or 
she can be cared for. If not, we 
try to get him small jobs that will 
enable him to earn his keep.” 

K. of C. Lends Gymnasium. 

Keeping up the morale of men 
who have no opportunity to do use- 
ful work and thus maintain their 
self-respect, Heideman explained, 
presents a difficult problem.* The 
Knights of Columbus have turned 
over their gymnasium two hours a 
day to men from the transient shel- 
ter. In return, the men keep the 
gymnasium clean. 

A 50-acre vegetable farm i& being 
cultivated by men from the shelter. 
Each man, to earn his keep, must 
put in two days a week. When the 
crops come in, Heideman said, the 
per diem cost of supporting each 
man, which now is about 50 cents, 
should be considerably reduced. 

The shelter is not wanting in 
theatrical entertainment. A “hill- 
billy” orchestra and several unem- 
ployed troupers—all “local talent” 
—put on a show one night a week. 
The stellar performer, Heideman 
said, was an ex-carnival man, Ros 
coe Johnson, who mystifies his au- 
dience by thrusting a piece of steel 
the size of half a 10-penny nail in 
the corner of one eye and pulling it 
out the corner of the other eye. 

The East St. Louis shelter is one 
of a network that have been estab- 
lished throughout the United 
States. Illinois has seven scattered 
throughout the State, with head- 
quarters in Chicago. Funds for the 
operation of these shelters come 
from the Illinois Emergency Relief 
Commission. 


THREE LINCOLN COLLECTIONS

How Physicians 
View Virulence 
Of Scarlet Fever 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


ANY physicians of wide expe- 
rience are of the impression 
that while most cases of scariet 
fever which we see today are rela- 
tively mild, the disease itself is far 
from “played out.” 

They believe that we are likely at 

any time to see the disease return 
to the virulence which made it so 
fearful a malady several decades 
ago. 
Should such a change in the viru- 
lence of the disease take place, we 
are well equipped to deal with it, 
for scariet fever is a disease con- 
cerning which we have a substan- 
tial amount of information. 

Its cause and many of its clinical 
phases have been definitely estab- 
lished. We know that the disease is 
due to a germ of the streptococcus 
variety. 

It has also been shown that this 
germ produces a toxin and that this 
toxin is responsible for the symp- 
toms of the disease.and for the pe- 
culiar rash which justifies the term 
scarief fever. 

More than this, we have developed 
a means for testing an individual's 
susceptibility to the disease. We 
have an immune serum produced in 
horses which can be used in the 
treatment of the disease. There is 
also available a modified toxin 
which can be used to render an in- 
dividual resistant to scarlet fever 
through vaccination. 

Experience has shown that by the 
employment of a toxin in a manner 
similar to that used in diphtheria 
immunization, susceptible individu-

INCE blouses came back to style 
§ importance women have been 

depending upon them to supply 
a lot of artifice. They have been 
the means of making shoulders look 
broad, waistlines seem slender, and 
fat arms of no consequence. They 
have helped an old suit to look 
like a new one or a sports outfit 
to be fit for the cocktail hour. 
But if you expect this same sort 
of service from your summer 
blouses, you’re going to be disap- 
pointed. Subtleness is not one of 
their characteristics. They won't 
help in concealing the fact that 
your neck is scrawny, that your 
shoulder blades stick out, or that 
the straps on your princess slip 
won't stay put. 
The newest blouses are the ones 
that you can see through. They 
believe in coolness at any cost. 
Fabrics of gossamer thinness have 
been called upon to do their stuff. 
If the wearer has gone in for diet- 
ing on too big a scale, she'll have 
to mend her ways. If princess slips 
are the wrong color or the wrong 
fit they’ll have to be replaced. 
Organdies, batistes, triple sheers 
and nets are dictating summer 
blouse fashions. Valenciennes lace 
is called into service to add decora- 
tive touches. Sometimes # is dyed 
a pastel tint to match the color 
of a blouse, for not all of these 
sheer garments are snowy white, 
Embroidered organdie flouncing 
also is used not only because it is 
decorative but because its eyelet 
designs contribute greater sheer- 
ness. 
Perhaps the biggest news con- 
cerning summer blouses centers 
around cotton net. Shades that you 
will think are impossible until you 
see them in use, are in high favor. 
There is purple, for example, which 


the smartest shops are featuring. 
It is recommended for wear with 
navy, black and dusty pink. Some- 
times a pink frill is added, or a 
bunch of field flowers tucked into 
its frilly neckline. Navy, brown, 
flesh and maize are other colors 
that you'll be seeing. White, of 
course, is expected to bring the 
bulk of ‘retail sales but the colors 
will be style-right. 

Another significant fact about 
the new blouses is the tendency 
toward the overblouse style.

Women thought 
it didn’t look right worn with the 
tail over the top of a skirt. Now 
fashion authorities have decreed 
differently. Wide hemlines, careful 
waistline fitting and interesting 
belts are provided to assure attrac- 
tiveness. 

Sleeves usually end above the el- 
bow but some lovely blouses de- 
signed for matrons have three 
quarter or full length sleeves. 
Where sleeves are longer, the 
tendency is to have them grace- 
fully cut and trimmed becomingly. 
The high neckline which ties con- 
tinues popular but frilly collars 
with the V shape are gaining in 
interest. The surplice line also is 
being employed successfully.

sheer fabrics. Each one is differ- 
ent in material and styling. At up- 
per left in the panel is a blouse of 
white organdie. Its square neckline 
indicates a popular trend. This is 
decorated with a wide frill of em- 
broidered organdie, the scalloped 
edges of which are filled in with 
an exquisite quality of Valenciennes 
lace. The square crystal buttons at 
each corner of the front are sewed 
on with rolled cords of organdie tied 
in little bows. The front of the 
blouse is tucked and the sleeves 
are tucked at the shoulders.
